liepresentative Olive, of Oglethorpe county, | 


is preparing a bill which will operate, as he 
gays, to forfeit the charters of the Georgia 
Pacific, East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
Central and Atlanta and Charlotte Auir-Line 
railroads. 

Mr. Olive starts upon the following constitu- 
tional provision: 

The constitution of Georgia, article 4, sec- 

grapiri, is as follows: 

eneral assembly of this state shall 
have ng power to authorize any corporation to 
buy shdres or stock in any other corporation in 
this state, or elsewhere, or to make any con- 
tract or agreement whatever with any such 
corporation which may have the effect, or be 
intended to have the effect, to defeat or lessen 
competition in their respective businesses, or 
to encourage monopoly; and all such contracts 
and agreements shall be illegal and void.”’ 

Mr. Olive says General Toombs, who wrote 
the paragraph, remarked that it was thonght 
to be harmless, but the stinger was in the tail 
‘‘and it took mighty few words to put it there.’ 

Mr. Olive proposes to draw the dill so that it 
will forfeit the charters of tuch companies as 
violate the public law of the state by permit- 
ting transfers of stock to foreign corporations 
for the purpose of giving them 
control of the roads within the state. Al- 
though he cannot reach foreign corporations 
which buy the stock, he proposes to do so in- 
directly by forfeiting the charters of such local 
roads as have permitted a violation of the law 
in the transfer of their own stock to foreign 
corporations, and he further proposes to give 
the minority stockholders the right to reor- 
ganize the company and run the road. 

There has been legislation on the subject al- 
ready. Varagraph 16890 0f the code which is 
part of the general railroad Jaw of 1880 says: 

“Any railroad company in this state shall 
have the power and authority to make and en- 
ter into contracts with any railroad 
company which has constructed or shall here- 
after construct any _ railroad within 
this state or another state, as will enable said 
companies to run their roads in connection 
with each other and to merge their stocks or 
to consolidate with any such company, within 
or without this state or to lease or purchase 
the stock and property of any such company, 
and hold, use and occupy the same in such 
manner as they may deem most beneficial to 
therr interests. , 

“It shall be lawful for such companies to 
build, construct and run as part of their cor- 
porate property such number of steamboats or 
vessels as they may deem necessary to facili- 


tate the business operations of such at 
] 


or companies: Provided, that no railroad sha 
purchase a a competing line of railroad, or en- 
ter into any contract with a competing line of 
railroad calculated to defeat or lessen compe- 
tition in this state.’’ 

It has been suggested that the East Tennes- 
see, the Piedmont Air Line, the Central and 
the Georgia Pacific railroads do not compete 
for local business and do not come under 
the provisions of this act and that their compe- 
tition on through freight is a matter of inter- 
state commerce which, by the constitution of 
the United States. is within the province of 
federal legislation.

Olive’s bill would spring a big question and

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MR. ORR OBJECTS 


To Dr. Haygood's Statement that Illiteracy | 


has Increased—An Interesting Talk. 

Mr. Edgar H. Orr who has been for five 
years aclerk in the department of education 
and has been familiar with the workings of 
the school system for seventeen years, takes 
issue with Dr. A. G. Haygood on bis state- 
ments concerning the amount of good that has 
been accomplished with the meagie school 
fund in the past. 

He said yesterday: 

“IT don’t suppose there was any man in the 
audience who was more interested in 
Dr. Haygood’s address than my- 
self. His argument was forceful 
and the truths he presented are very accurate. 
Nothing delights me more than to see such 
able men as Dr. Haygood, and others who are 
now agitating the subject, take up the matter 
where it was laid down by my honored father. 
This isasource of great gratification to me, 
and I hope to see my father’s views, presented 
by such distinguished advocates as are now 
taking hold of the subject, put into practical 
shape by means of legislation. 

‘“‘Sofar as Dr. Haygood’s figures are con- 
cerned, I know that in the main they are 
accuraie. They present facts which are not 
altogether palatable to the pride of Georgians 
—similar facts to those presented in the re- 
ports of the late school commissioner for some 


‘years past, and in his speeches and circulars,es- 


pecially in the last circular his hand ever 
penned, issued on the 25th of April of last 
year. 

“Astoa partof Dr. Haygood’s address, I 
must beg leave to presenta somewhat different 
view. Irefer to what has been accomplished 
by our meagre school fund. Lam not 6, st 
to go into an argument on the subject, and will 
content myself with making a statement. 

“My opportunity for knowing has been good. 
I believe that the good which 
has been accomplished by the meagre 
school fund at the _ disposition of the 
department of education since the organization 
of the school system is incalculable. “I do not 
think as small a fund could have been made to 
bring about more results. I think that the re- 
sults will not be fully appreciated until the 
great judgment day when ali things are dis- 
closed. There are many counties in Georgia 
which heretofore have never had schools that 
are now dotted with schoolhouses—somewhat 
primitive it is true, but still comfortable 
schoolhouses. I don’t know but that many of 
those who were in the audience last night, 
legislators and others, could have testitied 
to good results i their respective 
communities. While I say this 
lam heartily in sympathy with Dr. Haygood 
in the views Bnei toes in the main, and noth- 
ing is more important than an increase of our 
school fund. 

‘Dr. Haygood refers to the census of 1870 and 
that of 1880 to show an increase of illiteracy 
between those years. I beg leave to suggest 
that the census of 1870 is generally understood 
to have been very unreliable. This census was 
severely criticised in the report of the superin- 
tendent of the census for 1880, and I think 
there is no doubt about its being unre- 
liable. Our schools fairly weht into operation 
in 1875. In my opinion, if correct statisticts 
had been taken illiteracy would have been 
shown to have been diminished in 1880. I am 
very sure that the work that has been done 
since 1880 even with the meagre school fund 
at command, has largely diminished illiteracy, 
and I will be greatly mistaken if the census of 
1890 does not show far less illiteracy in this 
state than existed in 1880. 

“What I have said is about all that I now 
have time to say. I would be glad to say 
much more on the line of the address of iast 
night.”’

A good deal of curiosity has been expressed 
as to the value which the president sets upon 
his country place. He has intimated that it 
will take at least $150,000 to buy it, and there 
is no doubt that itis worth every qent of that 
amount. This sum, however, repyesents quite 
200 per cent protit on the orignal Investment. 
The president paid $21,500 for Oak View when 
it was hardly more than an inclosure of unim- 
proved suburban land. He practically rebuilt 
the house, erected fine stables, fenced the 

ylace handsomely and graded every foot of the 
and. He is said to have spent nearly 530,000 
in this work, and the property must, therefore, 
represent ap outlay of at least 550,000. 

Since he purchased the estate, land north- 
west of the city has advanced in price with 
great rapidity, in some quarters doubling in 
value ina single year. A piece of property 
embracing nineteen acres, adjoining the 
president’s place, but not so eligibly located, 
was purchased two years since by Gardner 
Hubbard for $25,000. He has since refused 
€100.000 for it. Land all about Oak View is 
valued at from 20 to 50 cents per square toot, 
and the president’s place, fronting on two 
roads that will be broad boulevards in the 
future, is particularly well suited for subdivid- 
ing into building lots. It embraces thirty 
acres, which at 30 cents per square’ foot, would 
amount to nearly $400,000, 

Secretary Whituey purchased his handsome 
lace, Grasslands, three years ago for 200,000. 
t embraced 100 acres. A year ago he sold to 

a Washington syndicate twenty-five acres for 
$37,500, and shortly afterward he disposed of 
the remainder, including all the improve- 
ments, for $75,000 to Colonel Ryan, a wealthy 
cotton planter of South Carolina, thus clearing 
$82,000 on the transaction. Efe now leases the 
property at a rental of $3,500 per%nnum, but 
will vacate itin thespring. f
